Cooking Does No Harm 
The raw food group believes tha 


It is Irue tha 
it does destroy some of the vita- 
mins and minerals, bul as lliere is 
an excess in Ihe diel, Ihe loss is 
lot felt. Cooking improves tho flav- 
or of many foods and destroys dis 
ease germs and is urged whenever 
possible. 


Unwise selection of food in diel- 


ng may be another source of food 
deficiency disease. Some 
persons

Well, that's a good question, be- 


cause as I see il this movement has 
the communists in a smart political 
maneuver. It is calculated lo em- 
barrass the present Socialist gov- 
ernment and to lay the ground- 
work for its defeat in the next 
general election which under nor- 
mal circumstances would be held 
four years hence. 


To get Ihc full import of 
this 


move, one must understand What 
happened in the general election a 
year ago. Britain then amazed th& 
world by turning out the Conser- 
vative government, headed by the 
famous of war-leader, 
Winston 


Churchill, and electing a 
Labor 


(Socialst) House of Commons.

Unlil that 
report is finished a true picture of 
thc state's finances is hardly pos- 
sible — but it is general knowledge 
that revenue collections this year 
arc sparing to an all-time high. 


Assistant Revenue

pared with $41,000,000 during the 
fiscal year ending July 1st 


Hogan said that while the stale's 


fiscal year ended as of July 1st, 
thc stale auditor —who

his books until Sepl. 1, Therefore 
the comptroller is just now getting 
his report starlcd, which he hopes 
lo finish in November — m time 
for the January session of thc leg- 
islature.
